The rav en is tho ught o f as a bird o f 
ill o men w*herev er his black shado w 
appears. He is the sinister bird, and he 
canno t shake fro m his feathers his 
ev il name, tho ugh it be o nly in part de­ 
serv ed. 
Ho w* can any o ne be suppo sed to cul­ 
tiv ate afTectio n fo r a bird o f which a 
great po et co uld w rite lines like these: 
The sad presaging rav en to lls 
The sick man’s passpo rt in her ho llo w 
beak 
And in the shado w o f the silent night 
Do th shake co ntagio n fro m her sable wing. 
The rav en is passing. Already it has 
almo st entirely disappeared fro m the 
British islands. Fo rmerly the Ameri­ 
can rav en was fairly co mmo n in o ur 
middle western co untry , in New Eng­ 
land and in the lo wer ranges o f the 
Allegheny mo untains. To day it is o nly 
o ccasio nally to be 
Seen in its ancient 
baunts. 
In the Ro cky mo untains, ho wev er, 
where men are scarce, the rav en is 
ho lding its o wn. It builds its nest o n 
the edge o f the ledges o f the inaccessi­ 
ble cliffs, and, sighting its fo e fro m 
afar, it keeps the distance in which lies 
safety . 
The rav en is ngly in shape, as it is in 
v o ice.' Its so le beauty lies in the luster

The game­ 
keeper sho o ts it o n sight, and in reeent 
y ears, because o f the gro wing scarcity , 
the museum co llecto rs hav e been hunt­ 
ing the rav en in all places where it is 
repo rted to hav e dared to sho w its 
head. 
The rav en is the bird o f bo o ks. It 
has a larger place in literature perhaps 
than all o ther birds co mbined if we ex - 
cept the eagle. Shakespeare mentio ns 
it no less than fifty times. Milto n did 
no t neglect it, and all the po ets—an­ 
cient, mediev al and mo dern—hav e co n­ 
sidered the rav en. 
The American rav en pro bably will be 
safe in his Ro cky mo untain haunts fo r 
y ears to co me, but be is so far remo v ed 
fro m man’s habitatio ns that his pictur­ 
esqueness, his o ddities, his grav ities 
and his cro aklngs v irtually are lo st to 
the wo rld.—Chicago Po st.

Methods by Which a Phonograph 
Disk Is Produced. 


CATCHING THE SOUND WAVES. 


HE THRUST GRIEF ASIDE 


Because He W a t a Journalist, W ith a 
Duty to Perform. 
Apropos of Journalistic enth usiasm, 
Mr. Arnold Bennett furnish es a h umor­ 
ous illustration.

the Records Are Obtained. 


Th e Edison ph onograph , th e graph o- 
ph one type perfected by Bell and Tain- 
ter and th e gramoph one type by Ber­ 
liner are all based on substantially th e 
same principle. Sound waves set up in 
th e air by any sound are allowed to 
strike a delicately h eld diaph ragm, 
wh ich vibrates under th e impact of th e 
sound waves. Th e vibrations are made 
to leave a record on a suitable me­ 
dium, and th is sound record is used to 
perform th e inverse operation wh en it 
is 
required to reproduce recorded 
sounds—th at is, th e record is made to 
vibrate a sensitive diaph ragm and set 
up in th e air particular waves, wh ich 
convey to th e ear th e impression of 
sound. 
Th e differences in th e systems are in 
th e way in wh ich th e vibrations are re­ 
corded. Th e disk record, wh ich made 
th e mach ine popular, was first manu­ 
factured in th e United States in 1897 . 
Improvements in th e mach ine and in 
th e needles followed. 
To make a gramoph one record a per­ 
son sings before th e mouth of a h orn, 
th e object of wh ich is to concentrate 
th e energy of th e sound waves upon 
th e recording diaph ragm. At th e nar­ 
row end of th e h orn are th e recording 
sound box and th e mach ine with its 
attendant expert 
Th ere is a screen 
between singer and operator to guard 
th e secrets of th e sound box. On th e 
farth er side of th e screen Is a h ori­ 
zontal table carrying a wax tablet 
rotated beneath th e recording sound 
box at a uniform speed, usually about 
seventy-six revolutions per minute. As 
th e table rotates it travels laterally at 
a uniform speed, and th e wax tablet 
is th us caused to travel slowly under 
th e stationary recording box. 
Th e 
sapph ire cutting point is lowered so 
as to enter th e wax th ree and one-h alf 
to four one-th ousandth s of an inch , and 
as th e mach ine runs it cuts a fine spiral 
groove, running from th e edge to th e 
center. Th e construction of th e sound 
box is secret, as is th e composition of 
th e wax tablet. 
Th e next step in th e process is th e 
reproduction of th e record as a nega­ 
tive in copper. Th e wax is dusted with 
graph ite and worked into th e grooves 
with a badger brush to make it elec­ 
tro-conductive; th en it is lowered into 
an electrolytic bath of copper salt solu­ 
tion, 
Th e wax is kept in continuous 
motion in th e bath until th e copper 
sh ell Is nine-tenth s of a millimeter in 
th ickness. 
Th is negative is a master, and from 
th is a few commercial samples can be 
pressed to test th e quality of th e rec­ 
ord. 
Th e manufacturers, h owever, 
wish to make th ousands of copies 
with out h urting th eir master; th ere­ 
fore th ey make duplicates of th eir 
master by taking impressions in wax 
composition, from wh ich working mat­ 
rices are made. 
Th en copper sh ells 
are obtained from th ese in th e same 
way. Th e copper sh ell is th en backed 
by a brass plate one-h alf inch in th ick­ 
ness by soldering under pressure. 
Th en th e matrix is nickel plated on 
th e recorded side in order to wear bet­ 
ter and after polish ing is ready for 
th e pressing mach ine. Th e commercial 
record Is pressed into some substance 
h ard at normal temperature and plastic 
under h eat and very h ard and smooth . 
Various compounds are employed by 
different makers, but sh ellac is th e 
principal ingredient 
Sh ellac, wood 
ch arcoal, h eavy spar and earth y color­ 


ing matter in c e r ta in " proportions are 
used. 
Th is compound after careful mixing 
is rolled into th in sh eets and divided 
into sections, one for each record. Th e 
section Is th en pressed by a h ydraulic 
press. Th e matrix is h eated and placed 
face up in a mold, th e label is placed 
face down on th e matrix, and on th is is 
placed in a warm, plastic state enough 
material for one record. Both h alves 
of th e press are furnish ed with cooling 
plates, th rough wh ich streams of water 
can be passed, and th e surfaces are 
cooled quickly. Th e record is th en re­ 
moved, th e edges trimmed with emery 
wh eels, and It is th en ready for sale.— 
New York. Times.

THE AMERICAN RAVEN. 


Found Now Only In Safe Retreats In 


the Rocky Mountains. 


The raven has gained little in the af- 


fections of tlie people from his kindly 
act of supplying Elijah, the prophet 
with food wben hunger pressed him. 
The raven is thought of as a bird of 
111 omen wherever his black shadow 
appears. He is the sinister bird, and he 
cannot shake from his feathers his 
evil name, though it be only in part de- 
served. 


How can any one be supposed to cul- 


tivate affection for a bird of which a 
great poet could write lines like these: 
The sad presaging raven tolls 
The sick man's passport in her hollow 


beak 
And in the shadow of the silent night 
Doth shake contagion from her sable wing. 


The raven is passing. Already it has 


almost entirely disappeared from the 
British islands. Formerly the Ameri- 
can raven was fairly common in onr 
middle western country, in New Eng- 
land and in the lower ranges of the 
Allegheny mountains. Today it Is only 
occasionally to be seen in its ancient 
haunts. 


In the Kocky mountains, however, 


where men are scarce, the raven ia 
holding its own. It builds its nest on 
the edge of the ledges of the inaccessi- 
ble cliSs, and, sighting its foe from 
afar, it keeps the distance in which lies 
safety. 


The raven is ngly In shape, as it is in 


voice.' Its sole beauty lies in the luster 
of its feathers when the sun strikes 
them fnll and fair. It is a bearded 
bird, with high shoulders and certain 
bumps and humps here and there to 
make its form seem utterly lost to 
symmetry. 


The bird is not altogether bad. It 


robs the nests of other birds, and it is 
this trait of character which has lost it 
caste and life in England. The game- 
keeper shoots it on sight and in reaent 
years, because of the growing scarcity, 
the museum collectors have been hunt- 
ing the raven in all places where it is 
reported to have dared to show its 
head. 


The raven is the bird of books. It 


has a larger place in literature perhaps 
than all other birds combined if we ex- 
cept the eagle. Shakespeare mentions 
it no less than fifty times. Milton did 
not neglect it, and all the poets—an- 
cient, medieval and modern—have con- 
sidered the raven. 


The American raven probably will be 


safe in his Rocky mountain haunts for 
years to come, but he is so far removed 
from man's habitations that his plctur- 
esqueuess, his oddities, his gravities 
and his croaklngs virtually are lost to 
the world.—Chicago Post

MAKING A RECORD 


Methods by Which a Phonograph 


Disk Is Produced. 


CATCHING THE SOUND WAVES. 


They Arc First Imprisoned In Wax and 


Then Transferred to a Negative In 
Copper, and From Thi* Master Mold 
the Records Are Obtained. 
The Edison phonograph, the grapho- 


phone type perfected by Bell and Taln- 
ter and the gramophone type by Ber- 
liner are all based on substantially the 
.same principle. Sound waves set np in 
the air by any sound are allowed to 
Strike a delicately held diaphragm, 
which vibrates under the Impact of the 
sound waves. The vibrations are made 


~leave^t—reeegd^on a suitable me-

dinm, and this sound record is used to 
perform the inverse operation when it 
is required to reproduce recorded 
sounds—that is, the record is made to 
vibrate a sensitive diaphragm and set 
up in the air particular waves, which 
convey to the ear the Impression of 
sound. 


The differences in the systems are In 


the way in. which the vibrations are re- 
corded. The disk record, which made 
the machine popular, was first manu- 
factured in the United States in 1897. 
Improvements in the machine and in 
the needles followed. 


To make a gramophone record a per- 


son sings before the mouth of a horn, 
the object of which is to concentrate 
the energy of the sound waves upon 
the recording diaphragm. At the nar- 
row end of the horn are the recording 
soonu box and the machine with Its 
attendant expert There is a screen 
between singer and operator to guard 
the secrets of the sound box. On the 
farther side of the screen is a hori- 
zontal table carrying a wax tablet, 
rotated beneath the recording sound 
box at a uniform speed, usually about 
seventy-six revolutions per minute. As 
the table rotates it travels laterally at 
a uniform speed, and the wax tablet 
is thus caused to travel slowly under 
the stationary recording box. 
The 


sapphire catting point Is lowered so 
as to enter the wax three and one-half 
to four one-thousandths of an inch, and 
as the machine runs it cuts a fine spiral 
groove, running from the edge to th,e 
center. The construction of the sound 
box is secret, as is the composition of 
the wax tablet. 


The next step In the process is the 


reproduction of the record as a nega- 
tive in copper. The wax is dusted with 
graphite and worked into the grooves 
with a badger brush to make it elec- 
tro-conductive; then it is lowered into 
an electrolytic bath of copper salt solu- 
tion, The wax Is kept in continuous 
motion in the bath nnttt the copper 
shell is nine-tenths of a millimeter in 
thickness. 


This negative is a master, and from 


this a few commercial samples can be 
pressed to test the quality of the rec- 
ord. 
The manufacturers, however, 


wish to make thousands of copies 
without hurting their master; there- 
fore they make duplicates of their 
master by taking impressions in wax 
composition, from which working mat- 
rices are made. Then copper shells 
are obtained from these in the same 
way. The copper shell is then backed 
by a brass plate one-half inch in thick- 
ness by soldering under pressure. 


Then the matrix is nickel plated on 


the recorded side in order to wear bet- 
ter and after polishing is ready for 
the pressing machine. The commercial 
record is pressed into some substance 
hard at normal temperature and plastic 
under heat and very hard and smooth- 
Various compounds are employed by 
different makers, but shellac is the 
principal ingredient 
Shellac, wood 


charcoal, heavy spar and earthy color- 


Ing matter In certain proportions are 
•used.- 
This compound after careful misin? 


is rolled into thin sheets and divided 
Into sections, one for each, record. The 
section is then pressed by a hydraulic 
press. The-matrix is heated and placed 
face np in a mold, the label is placed 
face down on the matrix, and on this is 
placed in a warm, plastic state enough 
material for one record. Both halves 
of the press are furnished with cooling 
plates, through which streams of water 
ca» be passed, and the surfaces are 
cooled quickly. The record Is then re- 
moved, tt-i edges trimmed with emery 
wheels, and It is then ready for sale.— 
New Yorfc. Times.
